(Iff  tbit  our  itifults  nntl  injuries  were  inflicled  without  any  cere, 
innnv,  we  oughi  to  have. ufed  little  ceremony  in  the  revenging 
tliciii;  and  to  have  taken  ratisfaciion,  without  being  at  any  great 
j>aiiis  to  demand  it.  Hut,  1  hope,  that  is  not  even  yet  too  late, 
'riiis  was  what  Oliver  Cromwell  did  in  a  like  cafe  that  hap. 
penod  iluring  his  government,  and  in  a  cafe  where  a  more  power¬ 
ful  nation  was  concerned  than  ever  Spain  could  pretend  to  be.  In 
the  hillories  of  his  time  we  are  told,  that  an  Englifli  merchant, 
fliip  was  taken  in  the  chops  of  the  channel,  carried  into  St  Malocs, 
aiid  there  confifcated  upon  (bine  groiindlefs  pictence.  As  foon  as 
the, mailer  of  the  Ihip,  who  was  an  boneft  Quaker,  got  home,  he 
prefented  a  petition  to  the  Protector  in  council,  felting  forth  bis 
cafe,  and  praying  for  redrefs.  llpoii  hearing  the  petition,*  the 
Pioiector  told  his  council,  he  vronld  take  that  affair  upon  himfrlf, 
and  ordered  the  man  to  attend  him  next  morning.  He  examined 
him  Itriiltly  as  to  all  the  circundlaiKes  of  his  cafe,  and  finding  bv 
his  aufwcrs  that  he  was  a  plain  honeft  man,  and  that  be  had  been 
<  oncerned  in  no  unlawful  trade,  he  aikf  d  him,  if  he  would  go  to 
l\uis  with  a  letter  ?  '1  he  man  anfwered  he  would.  Well,  then, 
fiy.s  the  Protector,  prepare  fur  your  journe  y,  and  come  to  me  to¬ 
morrow  ninriiiitg*  Next  morning  he  gave  him  a  letter  to  Cardi¬ 
nal  Mazarine,  ami  told  him  he  miitl  flay  but  three  days  for  an 
anfwei  .  .'The  aiilwer  I'mcan,  fays  he,  is  the  full  value  of  whai  yoQ 
might  have  made  of  your  Hiip  and, the  cargo;  and  tell  the  Cardi- 
ml,  that  if  it  is  not  paid  you  in  three  days,  you  have  exprefs  or¬ 
ders  from  me  to  return  home.  The  honefl  blunt  Quaker,  we  may 
fuppofe,  followed  his  iit fir udl inns  to  a  tittle;  but  the  Cardinal,  ac« 
coiding  to  the  maimer  of  miniflcTs  when  they  are  any  way  prtf* 
led,  began  to  fhuffle:  Therefore  the  Quaker  returned,  as  he  was 
hid.  As  fo(.n  as  ihc  Protector  faw  him,  he  alked.  Well,  friend| 
have  y*»u  got  your  money  ?  and  upon  the  maids  anfwering  he  had 
not,  I  he  i^roiecior  told  him.  Then  leave  your ‘direct  ion  with  my 
fecretary,  and  you  fliall  foon  hear  from  me.  Upon  this  •  occafion, 
tiiHt  great  man  did  not  flay  to  negociate  or  to  explain,  by  long  te¬ 
dious  memorials,  the  reafonahleneis  of  his  demand.  No;  though 
there  was  a  French  minifler  reliding  here,  he  did  not  fb  much  a*

The  difficulty, 
and,  indeed,  the  cruelty,  of  imprelfing  men  would  be  avoided, 
was  ihe  king  to  give  up  his  fliare  of  the  prize-money  to  the  pri. ' 
vale  Iraineii,  inllead  of  giving  it  to  the  captain  of  a  man  of  W'ar. 
The  proportion  or  dividends  of  piite-mon<^y  is  certainly  very  im- 
pioperly  fettled.  The  captain  has  three*cighths  to  his  own 
lime  ;  the  lieutenant  and  captain  af  marines  one-eighth,  and  the 
inferior  officers  another  !  So  that  the  captain,  who  names  the  r- 
^er,t !  feldom  gets  Icfs  than  a  clear  moiety  of  the  prize  taken,  and 
that,  not  often  for  his  prowefs,  but  the  mere  luck  of  the  day  ; 
nay,  oftener  for  the  ncgletfl  ot  bis  duty,  by  nutnbling  among  a 
fleet  of  homeward-bound  Martinico-men.  Is  it  reafimable  :  is  it 
equitable,  that  a  captain  of  a  man  of  war  fhould  make  an  ample 
fortune,  when  neither  courage  nor  condmft,  but  luck,  conducts 
him  to  it ;  while  liis  inferior  officers  get  only  a  little  pocket  mo¬ 
ney  ?  Befides,  it  is  bad  policy.  The  man  who  will  fight  bravely 
for  his  ten,  fifteen,  or  twenty  (hillings  a-day,  will  not  fight  yard¬ 
arm  and  yard-arm  with  tvventy  thoufiind  pounds  in  his  pocket. 
Ideiit,  Cooper,  one  of  admiral  Shedley^s  lieutenants,  in  the  war 
1745*  urged  me  to  tell  the  admiral,  if  he  would  make  him  cap- 
lain  nf  a  fire-lhip,.  he  would  burn  the  Spaniffi  fleet,  then  in  the' 
hirhour  of  Carthagena,  or  lofe  his  life  in  tbe^  attempt,  lie  fi#on 
got  a  command,  without  earning  it  in  fo  dangerous  an  atcempr, 
^nd  took  a  prize,  which  put  lome  thoufand  )K)unds  in  his  pocket. 
Will  you,  faid  I  to  Cooper,  now  go-into  Carthagena,  and  burn  the 
^''panhh  fleet?  .“No,  by  — ^,nor  I, faid  he;  1  was  a  poor  dog  wlien 
1  made  that  propolitiou  to  you.’*  They  may  lay  what  they  will; 
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it  is  but  obeying  the  diclates  of  human  nature  to  oiTer,  or  to  de. 
dine  fuch  ads,  in  proporiioii  lo  the  pariicular  circumdancet  of  tbe 
man.  Coo{>er  was  a  brave  man  when  rich  ;  and  w^ould  have  beeo 
a  rafh  one  lo  become  fo.  '  .  .  ^  ^ 

Let  one-eighth  of  the  c:iy>tain’s  prize-money  be  given  tip  to  the 
icanien,  and  prefs-warrants  will  he  unnecellary. 

And  if  the  l  >rds  or  the  adiniraliy  give  orders,  that  the  admiral 
who  coiniiiaud'i,  hhall,  jirevious  .to  a  general  engagement,  hoift  LU

IF,  in  my  j»»urney  oniw ard-h»)iind,  1  had  nty  men  murdered  at 
the  illmd,  and  yct  f^nred  lo  lake  revenge;  if  1  did  difeharge 
fotiie  Spinidi  harks  taken,  without  fpoil  ;  if  1  did  foibear  all  parts

•  poem  :  ir  uuiies  fublimity  and  delicacy  bf  fentiment,  witU 
'.Hieiy  and  harmony  of  numbers;  and,  while  it  engages  the  fan« 
S  :j  :cl  innproves  the  tafte,  affords  exquifite  pleafurc  to  the  ear, 
is  l.iid  by  Macrobiiifi,  that  w’cre  the  gods  to  converfe  wkh  men, 
tu  v  would  life  the  ftile  of  poetry.  It  has  the  advantage,  indeed, 
'1  prtife  in  many  refpects;  particularly,  as  it  rejecls  all  low  and 
ivial  exprrlTions,  and  forms  to  itfelf  a  greater  fublimity  of  dic- 
'>n,  uiiconnev^ed  with  any  little  or  mean  ideas.  Thus  is  it  fitted 
>  ( xprefs  the  noble  or  fublime  with  fuitable  dignity,  and  render* 

I  ix'culiarly  proper  for  fiibjetfts  removed  from  common  life, 
i'he  feelings  and  affeiftions  of  the  ibul,  which  are  of  this  kind, 
hen  warmly  attached  to  any  objedl  naturally  great  or  lolrely, 
•cm  to  pour  themfelve.s  out  in  numbers,  as  it  were  fpontaneoufly ; 

in  tills  cloathing,  feldom  fail  id  excite  emotions  correfpondept 
^  them  in  the  brealts  of  others,  which  is  the  very  perfeefHon  of 
tiling.  This  propenfity  of  our  nature  Isolds  only  as  to  our  be- 
r*oleAi  affections,  and  fucb  of  our'feelings  as  arc  indications  of 
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inHrniicy  ;  ftich  are  fear  and  didrefs ;  our  malevolent  feelings^  fif 
jVofii  i^us  dirdufing;  tlieinlelves,  lather  lock  up  and  contract  the 
lotil,  and,  initcad  ofopennefs  and  warmth,  produce  luilennefi  and 
fileiice  ;  thcfe  are  anger,  rerentnient,  and  malice.  Our  benevolent 
atfcctions  have  the  rupreinc  being  and  the  human  race  for  their 
•>bje<fts  ;  and  the  rxpreflinns  of  them,  in  the  lofty  drains  of  poetrj, 
iiifpire  the  mind  with  noble  and  manly  fentiments,  and  raife  it 
hove  all  low  ideas  and  little  piirluiis  :  thofe  feelings,  which  point 
to  our  frailtv  (thus  exprt lied),  are  excellently  calculated  to  ho. 
ananize  the  heart,  and  10  teach  it  to  lympatbilc  in  the  nmfortuues 
€>f  others. 

V'oliovving  the  intention  of  nature,  the  chaftc  mufes,  in  theear-* 
lier  ages,  never  appeared  bnt  in  the  canfe  of  religion  and  virtue; 
and,  on  this  account,  the  character  of  a  poet  W'as  deemed  the  moil 
honourable,  and  his  writings  looked  on  as  of  the  greateft  ufe  to 
fneietv.  'The  real<)n  that  poetry  is  lb  little  attended  to  at  this 
period,  is  the  corrupt  entls  it  has  been  made  to  ferve.*  It  was  too 
i<»on  perceived'ibai  the  lame  channel  which  conveyed  the  precepts 
of  religion,  virtue,  and  humauity  lb  agreeably  to  the  hearty  would 
he  the  laoii  pieafant  for  the  conveyance  of  vice  and  folly;  And, 
indeed,  not  a  few  authors  of  conliderahlc  repute,  have  ornament* 
ed  iliefe  ilruinpets  with  this  garb  of  virtue,  and  thus  introduced 
them  to  itinoceiii  and  unwary  hearts,  where,  otlicrwile,  they 
would  never  have  been  admitted. 

ju venal  wrote  his  fixih  fatire  with  a  dcfign  to  expofe  and  re* 
f  >m  the  vices  of  his  lonniryiueii ;  but  he  gave  way  to  fuch.a  loof* 
nefi  (W'  f.mcy,  and  fjMike  with  fuch  a  gullo  of  their  unlawful  plea* 
lures,  that  one  would  rather  imagine  his  deiign  to  have  been  of 
ati  oppoliie  nature.  We  may  at  lead  fafely  fay,  that  this  fatire 
has  debauched  more  iimoceut  minds  than  ever  it  did  or  can  reform 
had  ones,  i  l(K»k  on  all  fuch  liberties  of  the  poets  with  a  very 
jealous  eve  ;  not  only  as  they  are  difagreeablc  to  myfelf  in  partico* 
l»r,  but  bccaiife  thev  are  moll  dellructive  engines  to  the  interelli 
ofvtTtiK*:  mare  lb,  I  am  convinced,  than  the  mod  elaborate  lyllems 
of  aihcilin  that  ever  a  bpinoza,  a  Xindal,  or  a  Collins  compofed. 

A  iM)ct  can  iiever  plead,  as  an  excufe  for  this  liberty,  the  narrow 
liuiiis  within  which  he  is  confined.  The  ample  field  of  nature, 
and  ilie  wiiler  regions  of  fancy,  lie  before  him:  he  may  alwayi 
lind  fome  unefT.iyetl  perfection,  or  pleafing  frailty  in  human  nature 
todeferihe;  fome  latent  beauty  ia  the  materi^  world,-  or  fo®c 
licw  topic  for  pi  ailing  his  Creator.  *

file  pillions  likewife,  to  which  human  nature  is  liable,  con- 
(liHtlv  call  a  veil  over  the  truth.  Jt  is  an  ancient  laying,  That 
in  liiflotian  ought  to  have  no  religion,  and  no  country.  He  is, 
conllanily  either  a  friend  or  an  enemy  of  the  prince  or 
hero  whofe  hiftory  he  relates  ;  he  is  prejudiced  for  or  againfl  a 
rountry,  a  people, ,  a  religion,  a  party,  or  government.  Palhon 
Loutiuualiy  guides  his  pen.  We  cannot  read,  without  indignation, 
dl  that  Tacitus  writes  againfl  Tiberius,  whofe  profelTcd  enemy  he 
Let  Tiberius  perform  the  mofl  innocent,  mod  juft  and  ho- 
lo.irable  adions,  Tacitus  would  find  means  to  tnake  them  appear 
;  though  he  frequently  did  it  in  a  very  aukward  manner, 
fhiicvdides,  Xenophon,  and  Jofephusf  were  excellent  hiftorians  ; 
'ut  if  ihofe  people,  who  were  the  enemies  of  the  Jews  and  Greeks, 
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ever  rxiftrd  ;  but  be  was  a  frieiul  and  protestor  of  the  Chr^ia^ 
prices.  I'lic  rm|)eror  Julian  ibey  reprefemed  as  a  monllcr,  and 
a  man  of  mean  abilities  ;  whereas,  be  was  one  of  the  grcalcfl  men 
that  bifl<*ry  has  reoinicd,  bis  iinft>rfnnaie  apoftacy  excepted. 
Judge,  after  this,  of  the  credit  that  is  due  to  bidfu-iaos. 

Tlic  flatenuati  and  the  fiholur,  the  min  of  the  world,  and  the 
man  of  genius,  ncverthelefs  w  ill,  and  ought  to  make  bimfelf  ac.' 
<]u.iinted  with  hillory.  He  oiiglit  even  to  know  it  in  the  manner 
it  has  been  tranfinitted  to  u%  \%iih  all  its  fables,  errors,  and  falfe, 
hoijds.  He  ought  to  know,  for  example,  all  that  the  ancient  hlfto. 
rims  have  related  of  the  labours  of  IftTculcs ;  of  the  expedition 
of  the  Argonauts;  of  the  iiege  of  Troy,  &c.  &c.,  though  he  do 
not  give  the  fiine  credit  to  thefe  as  to  the  gofpel.  It  is  of  little 
import  to  us  whether  ihede  relations  he  true  or  not,  either  in  fub. 
(lance  or  in  circumllance  ;  it  is  lullkient  ihat  v^  e  know  in  whit 
manner  hiHory  relates  them.  Thefe  marvellous  (lories  even  furoe. 
times  ftirnidi  afTiflance,  pleafing  ideas  and  allufions,  to  poetry  and 
ehupicnce.  The  ftrict  veracity  of  (ads  does  not  appear  to  become 
inicreding  to  us,  hut  in  proportion  as  hillory  approaches  thole 
ages  ih.if  immediately  precede  the  prefenl ;  for  the  titles,  the 
poflefrions,  and  pretenfions  of  modern  princes  and  nations,  are  in- 
tircly  founded  on  thefe  hillorical  fads,  and  on  the  minuted  cir. 
cumdances  that  have  aitenurd  them.  The  real  influence  of  thefe 
farts  and  events  on  the  interefts  of  modern  nations,  can  go  vetjr 
little  further  back  than  the  rime  of  C'harlcmagnc.  The  principal 
points  .ire,  to  deterMiine  in  what  date  that  monarch  found  Europe; 
what  were  then  the  rights  of  ihe  people  ;  after  what  manner  he 
conquered  them  ;  by  what  method  he  ellablidicd  the  Wfftertt 
Empire;  whai  rights  he  thereby  acquired  ;  and  what  are  there* 
v«>luiions  th.it  have  happened  in  the  vvorld  from  that  period  do^a 
to  the  prelenl  day.

jif'.r  to  vjhitingy  which,  together  with  a  comparifoii  of  wheat  and 
(i3L-iiK*a),  may  have  fwayed  his  judgment  in  this  matter,  and  made 
him  (leihrc  in  favour  of  wheat,  as  the  bed  complexion  diet.  It  is 
r.eedlefi  to  enter  into  a  long  difquifition  concerning  the  reljiedlive 
mtiits  of  wheal  and  oats,  to  convince  the  world  of  the  unjufl  opi¬ 
nion  conceived  of  the  latter,  as  Mr  G— — e  has  furnlfhed  me  w  ith 
an  arjrniiient  againfi  hhnfelf,  when  he  fays,  “  the  reverfe  has  beca 
remarked  of  a  neighbouring  nation.”  Every  body  knows,  that  the 
ominonality  of  two  or  three  counties  in  England,  live,  if  polfible, 
more  upon  oat-meal  than  the  vulgar  of  Scotland;  but  wc  never 
ItrarJ  that  it  had  the  effe<d  of  hardening  their  features:  how 
then  comes  it,  let  me  afk  Mr  G— e,  to  have  fo  peculiar  an 
uFecl  in  Scotland?  In  niort,‘he  Teems  to  have  midaken  the  matter; 

1  dare  venture  to  afTert,  that  oat-ineal  will  no  more  f|K>il  a 
fine  lace,  than  it  will  mend  a  bad  one. 

1  mean  not,  however,  by  this  to  detra«fl  from  Mr  G— e’a  me-, 
fit,  to  which  I  cannot  have  the  lead  inducement,  as  I  am  fo  utter 
allranger  to  him,  that  1  declare  I  cannot  fay,  from  the  hue  of  his 
phiz,  whether  he  has  been  a  dcvotircrof  wheat  or  oat-meal :  my  (ble 
inieniion  in  oppofing  him  in  this  indaoce,  is  to  prevent  falfe  pre- 
julices  that  might  arife  in  the  minds  of  my  fair  countrywomen  a- 
pinli  the  w’holefbnie  food  which  oataadbrt|)  and  to  afiiire  them, 
it  they  took  a  little  more  care  to  conceal  the  charms  fo  lavi/bly 
bellowed  on  them  by  nature,  from  the  ogglhig  of  Phoebus,  the 
gicatcft  beau  of  antiquity  now  extant,  they  might  (bine  anrivallrd 
in  ail  the  luxuriance  of  beauty,  in  fplte  of  oat-meal,  which  neither 
damps  the  ludrc  of  the  brizbted  eye,  nor  foils  the  bloom  of  the 
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The  Advantages  of  Ancefiry  demon  fir  ate  d. 

A  NCFSTIIY,  however  now  flighted  hy  fome,  and  induftriouny 
decried  by  others,  has  been,  in  all  preceding  times,  efteemed 
and  revered.  Hut  in  this  refined  and  innovating;  age,  when  it  if 
ihe  mode  to  profels  a  lie entioufnefs  of  fentiinent,  even  in  the  moft 
ficred  and  important  loneerns  ;  it  is  not  fo  much  to  be  wondered 
ni,  ihai  there  are  not  watuiog  a  fet  of  men,  who,  from  a  levelling 
dirpf)fition ,  fpeak  evil  of  dignit?es  and  dilliiiclions,  and  have  in 
p  iriieul  ir  aimc«l  at  extirpating  the  dilFerence  heretofore  paid  to 
hirih — Genealortics,  or,  as  they  more  fiieeringly  phrafe  it,  prdi. 
gree,  they  hive  carncllly  endeavoured  to  aholifli  hy  ridicule  j  a 
few  leailiiig  men  of  this  tall  have  not  failed  to  make  a  number  of 
profelytes,  not  fo  much  from  their  arguntents,  as  froni'the  humour 
of  the  j>refent  century,  in  exploding  every  thing,  from  which  our 
jiredecelfors  derived  any  innate  fatisfaeftion  or  enjoyment,  as  fuper* 
llitions,  antiquated  or  ahfurd,  nnd  from  a  fond,  hut  far  fiumgene* 
nlly  true  conceit,  indiifiriouily  j)iopagated  hv  their  aforemeutiou. 
rd  preceptors,  that  every  geiieraiicju  grows  vvifer  and  wifer.  I5ui 
t!ie  difcoiintenancing  ancefiry  is  fure  fo  far  from  a  proof  of  our  be¬ 
ing  wifer  than  formerly,  that  many  mufi  he  of  the  opinion  it  is  a 
direct  proof*  of  the  contrary.  For  is  there  any  one  benefit  it  will 
will  be  productive  of?  Will  it  either  tend  to  reform  ilie  vices  of 
ilic  |>refent  or  any  future  generation  ?  Will  it  augment  the  few  vir» 
tues  extant  among  us  ?  VVill  it  extirpate  volupiuoufiiefs  or  effemi¬ 
nacy,  or  refiore  the  hofpinlity  and  martial  hravery  for  which  we 
were  anciently  fo  renowned  ?  No  ;  it  is  certainly  highly  confiffent  | 
with  the  jmlicy  of  every  government  and  fiatc,  to  iiaculc Site  and  I 
Ciinnteiiance  family  honour.  It  is  cfieniial  to  the  preferving  that 
Itale  of  gradation  re(|nifite  in  every  well  ordered  political  body; 
for,  if  all  di'.tinction  and  degree  be  difiTulved,  government  can  ne¬ 
ver  long  cxilt  ;  and  it  is  fomewhat  to  he  doubted,  when  once  a 
levelling  fpirit  prevails,  if  the  unequal  difiribution  of  fortune  alone 
will  be  fufiicient  to  keep  the  multitude  in  fiibordination.  Nothing 
'will  more  promote  a  fpirit  of  emulation  than  the  counienincing 
family  repute  ;  h  was  this  in  a  confiderable  degree  that  heighten¬ 
ed  the  valour  of  the  ancient  EngliOi. — They  well  knew  that  the 
cfiiinaiit>n  of  merit  was  not  confined  to  the  fliort  period  of  their 
own  fives,  but  that  their  good  or  evil  a(!fiions  would  tranfinit  fome 
degree  of  honour  or  infamy  to  their  defcendeius.— It  was  then  fa* 
mily  vied  with  family,  which  fliould  produce  the  grealcfl  number 
of  hrr(»es  and  other  worthies.— This  w’as  their  incentive  to  mig* 
nanimity,  hofpitality,  and  many  other  virtues  they  poflelTed. 
^'his  ihitrt  after  family  renown  it  was,  together  with  the  refl^c* 
lion  on  jlof  example  of  their  ancellors,  that  animated  them  in  the 
hitierefi  c{)nfli(^f.s,  and  occaiioned  them  to  meet  death  rather  with 
iiaulpori  than  reluclance;  The  hifiories  of  many  noble  famiheSf 
both  extant  and  cxthivft  among  us,  will  fufliciently  verify

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ffrtioii,  fucli  as  Percy,  Hovvird,  Vcre,  NcvUle,  Douglas,  &c — And 
iluje  is  nv»  iruih  more  obvious,  than  that,  if  men  will  not  ad  great. 

)v  lor  ihc  eiibanting  ibtir  family  honour,  to  which  they  have  fo 
tl,!f  an  alHnity,  they  fcldoiu  will  for  the  good  of  their  country  ; 
t„r  tlie  more  didafed  their  connections  become  in  general,  the  Icfs 
iaicrJlcd  wi!l  they  thinic  themfelves,  and  confeqnently  the  left 
irnuinas  will  they  be  of  the  public  welfare. — Thus,  when  it  fliall 
iv)  be  acconiUed  of  any  confiJcration  to  be  born  of  anceflors, 

ulid  liTive  ciiiinenlly  dilllnguilhed  themfelves  by  any  wori^  ads 
(,r  utilliy  ;  but  the  man  of  yeflerday,  by  the  potTeflion  of 

ojxiicfKc,  however  appreirively  or  fraudulently  acquired,  (hall  be 

I) ;K1  ill  eijiial  reverence  and  repute  ;  emulation. will  inevitably  fub. 
ji  Ir,  anti  the  delire  of  fame,  which  has  been  the  fourre  of  fo  ma- 

II)  nitriiorious  atchievements,  will  in  a  manner  be  exlinguifhed  : 
l-.rc'ery  one  will  then  live  uninfluenced  by  his  progenitors,  and 

uiiawecl  by  any  odium  infamous  adions  might  defervcdly

r.iii  if  the  Almighty  (as  \vc  are  told  in'ihe  decalogue)  vi/its  the 
fills  of  ihe  fathers  upmi  the  children,  unto  the  third  and  fourth 
I’niciarion,  and,  on  the  contrary,  (hews  mercy  and  favour  to  the 
liliic  t>r  ihe  virtuous;  why  are  not  the  defeendenis  of  the  one, and 
01  the  Ollier, tube  duly  diflinguifhed  among  men?  Birth, on  the  one 
limJ,  is  not  to  be  loo  highly  and  immoderaicly  cflremed  ;  we 
111  mid  confidcr,  that  the  inofl  illuflrious  families,  could  they  be 
irutil  It)  ihcir  origiti,  were  at  firfl  obfeure,  and  not  dillinguinied 
fioin  I  lie  coin  moil  race  of  mortals  ;  and  that,  however  mortifying 
ii  i!»:iy  lie,  many  of  the  greatell  fjmilies  that  ever  exifled,  after 
riling  from  obfeurity  to  ibe  greatefl  Eminence,  wealth 
ami  jioucr,  and  after  having  been  confpicuous  a  few  centuries, 
line  again  as  progrclfivcly  dwindled  into  extinction.  Many  fuch 
iIktc  were,  the  names  of  which  alone  only  now  remain,  vvhkih  all 
pn  fins  tonverfant  in  the  hiflory  and  antiquities  of ‘Europe  mutt 
iilliiw.  And  how  many  thoufand  families  of  a  fecond  daft  have 
ilirie  been,  who,  after  fnrnifliiiig  for  five,  fix,  feven,  or  eight  hnn- 
tlit  (1  years,  a  long  fucceflion  of  knights  and  gentlemen,  have,  after 
I'icli  various  periods  of  lime  (and  often  a  much  left)  dropt  into  ob. 
livion,  either  by  a  total  ceffation  of  defeendenis,  by  the, alienation 
ot  tlieir  ellaies  (through  prodigality,  profufion,  and  exceft),  or  by 
loine  other  human  contingency..— Empires  and  kingdoms  have 
liiiherto  had  an  origin,  meridian,  and  period  to  their  glory  and 
(oiuimiince  ;  and  (hall  families,  which  are  only  fo  many  limbs  of 
11  lies  and  governments,  exj)ed  to  have  a  more  protracted  duration? 
No  ;  there  feems  to  be  nothing  human  defigned  for  us  to  pride 
o'lilflves  too  highly  upon;  ihufe  therefore  only  delude  thetnfrlvcs, 
'vho,  inllcad  of  an  humble  and  due^deporiment,  aifume  haughii- 
r.cb  ami  arrogance.  • 

As  to  the  influence  of  blood,  or  the  qualities  inherent  from  de- 
fteui,  though  they  arc  juot  to  be  infilled  upon  as  infallible,  yet 

'  they 
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they  are  not  to  be  treated  as  wholly  chimerical  any  candid  09 
rational  perfon.  The  advocates  for  this  fay,  it  is  lo  very  apparent 
even  in  aniuuls,  that  they  wonder  any  one  will  difpuie  it  j  and 
Tiuny  are  the  arq;n!nent8  made  life  of,  which  are  admitted  or  dif. 
p.ited,  as  they  tally  with  the  principles  or  prejudices  of  the  per. 
ions  contending  ;  but  that  which  fecm>  at  once  to  fur  mount  every 
ohjectiiii)  that  can  be  made,  is,  that  we  fcldora  fail  to  fee  the  in. 
firmitles  and  maladies  of  human  nature  entailed  on  poderhy, 
IVladoefs,  chri>nical  dift^afes,  violent  and  inordinate  paliions,  and 
the  various  evils  of  intempeiance,  are  ufually  tranfmitted  from  ibt* 
paretit  to  his  olfspring  ;  why  then  may  we  not  from  hence  prc. 
fjine  to  infer,  that  many  valuable  and  amiable  endowments  areas  | 
often  derived  from  birth  ?  An  inherent  gcnek*ofity  and  benevolence 
have  bc^n  the  didiiiguilhing  charac^teriilics  of  fome  families,  and 
various  other  virtues  of  others.  Children  often  more  reieiuble 
their  pirenis  by  a  parity  of  inanners-and  conduct,  than  in  the  ex* 
ternal  finiiliinde  of  their  perfoiis.  Tliis  has  been  obferved  iu  or. 
j)haiis  and  poll  humous '  ilTue,  where  neither  paternal  example  nor 
precept  could  have  been  the  immediate  caufe  of  it.  -  Certain  ith, 
that,  as  there  are  no  general  rules  without  exceptions,  fo  there  are 
many  men,  who,  without  the  advantages  of  birth,  are  polTeflcd  of 
the  mod  valuable  qualifications  :  and,  on  the  contrary,  there  are 
many  of  a  didinguiihed  rank,  of  the  moll  profligate  and  odious  dif- 
pofitions;  but  thefc  lall  are  of  an  unthinking,  incbnfidcraie  kind, 
wlu),  by  being  immerged  in  a  continual  fuccellion  of  fenfual  gratifi. 
tioiis,  never  fnfTcr  themfelves  to  reHe«^t  at  all,  or  trouble  them, 
felvcs  .about  lUofe  which  have  gone  before,  or  lhall  come  after 

iheiii. 

But  where  per  Tons  have  been  obferved  to  be  filled  with  a  juft 
and  due  veneration  for  the  virtues  of  their  predeceffiu's,  1  believe 
they  have  feUlom  been  known  very  glaringly  to  deviate  iherefnim, 
but  to  iiniute,  if  not  improve  upon  them,  has  been  a  plan  they 
have  coniinhallv  kept  in  view  ;  nay,  ]  am  perfuaded,  that,*  next 
lo  religion,  nothing  has  fo  flrongly  actuated  thinking  men,  nor  in* 
deed  ptodiucJ  fo  many  good  and  brave  men,  as  their  being  infpi* 
icd  with  a  dtfire  of  keeping  up  to  the  examples  of  iheir  forefa¬ 
thers.  V 

Snth  a  fpirit,  therefore,  (however  vifionary  its  bafis)  it  is  na^ 
tiojially  requiijte  Ihould  be  cherinicd,  particularly  amon^  a  mili¬ 
tary  people.  Our  neighliours,  the  FVench  and  Germans,  feem 
more  thoroughly  convincetl  of  ibis;  we  find  this  anceflrian  enthiu 
liafm  breathing  through  all  their  nobleffe.  And  many  arc  of  the 
opinion,  it  would  be  more  confonant  to  the  epithet  our  inodem 
lucnbratills  aflume,  cf  being  publicly  beneheial,  if  they  were  pro* 
pnly  to  inculcate  and  cnfoicc  it,  inflcad  of  advancing  any  thing 
derogatory  thereto.  •

TN  the  records  of  no  age  or  nation  fliall  we  find  a  more  ill uflrious 
JL  citi/-t*n  than  this  nohk*  lord.  'J'o  a  perfecl  knowledge  of  the 
contliiuiion  and  laws  of  his  country,  he  has  joined  the  utmofl  re* 
fpect  for  the  j)iivileges  of  the  fubjeeV  and  the  individual.  From 
his  brfl  appearance  in  public  life,  he  has  been  diflingniflied  by  hii 
abilities,  and  l)y  an  inicgrity,  which  no  conliderations  of  party  or 
ofinterell  conUl  overcome.  When  invefled  with  the  firfl  magi* 
flracy  in  the  kingdom,  be  difeharged  its  duties  with  attention  and 
honour.  No  objcclions  tonld  jnflly  be  made  to  his  condudl;  and 
while  no  murmurs  were  heard  agaiiifl  his  venality  or  neglecl,  he 
was  yet  degraded  from  his  charge.  His  impartiality,  it  would 
feem,  and  that  love  of  his  country  svhich  he  difeovered  in  all  bit 
acli<»n5,  were  the  grounds  of  his  fall.  In  a  country  where  the 
maxims  and  tranfacti  ins  of  the  ad minifl ration  point  evidently  to- 
waids  dcTpotifni,  his  virtues  w’erc  obnoxious  and  criminal.  The 
favourers  of  prerogative  perceived  that  a  pcifon  of  the  moft  in- 
c  oiviipi  principles  would  not  aid  their  pernicious  proje»5l.s;  and  that 
;m  oflice  of  the  highell  weight  was  inipropcily  tnifted  to  him. 
His  importance  be  wonld  throw  into  the  oppodte  fcale  {  the  in* 
irre ft  of  the  people,  .ind  their  inherent  and  l<?gal  righu  he  would 
tlcfeiid  agaiuil  tiie  approaches  of  tyranny,  pifmifled  from  hii  rank, 
he  retired  with  the  lame  dignity  with  which  he  had  fiiftained  it; 
am!  his  difgrace  ferved  to  enhance  his  character,  while  his  fello'r 
t  ifi/^ns  were  led  by  it  as  miicb  to  admire  him  in  a  private,  a»  in  a 
ptiOlie  lapiciiy.  His  enemies,  confticus  of  his  fuperiority,  did  not 
nifT»e  a  fii  crelT(>r  to  him  ;  they  could  not  find,,  in  the  kingdom^* 
perfon  who  could  fill  bis  llaiiuii  with  an  e<pial  luflre;  and  no  man 
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would  wiilini^ly  bring  himfelf  inRl  a  conipetitkm  or  coniparilbn 
wiili  him.  While  his  folid  virtues  procured  to  him  the  efteetn  of 
food  men,  the  brilliancy  of  his  talents  excited  an  univerfal  admira¬ 
tion.  Tlie  dupe  of  no  minifter,  he  adted  from  motives  which  his 
heart  approved  of  j  and  of  which  the  objecfl  was  the  advantage  of 
his  country.  With  the  nioft  immoveable  firmnefs  he  united  the 
profounded  policy;  and  his  condu<5t,  while  reviewed  with  the 
mod  fcrupulous  attention,  difplayed  no  duplicity  or  corruption. 
The  flow  of  his  eloquence  djfcovered  the  accomplifhed  orator; 
and  the  open  iincerity  of  his  manner  difcloled  the  integrity  pf  his 
fentiments.  When  confldered  as  a  man,  a  citizen,  and  a  magi- 
llrate,  he  excites  our  veneration  and  applaufe,

SIR, 

C^OOl)  nature,  or  that  happy  difpofi- 
J  tton  of  mind  which  impels  men  to 
nlilics  of  kiudnefs  aiul  benevolelice  to- 
w.,r(lscacli  other,  Itands  juftly  high  in 
the  fc.de  of  moral  cjualities.  The  love 
oi  oiir  iifinbbour  comprehends  one  halt* 
of  our  revealed  duty  ;  the  frieodlhip, 
Ciim|>3flion,  and  charity,  to  our  fellow- 
crratiirct,  cannot  fail  of  being  highly 
Kceptiblc  to  tlie  Deity,  after  whofe 
likeiicfs  we  are  nia<le,  and  whofe  tender 
ncicy  is  over  all  his  works.  Yet  good 
luinre,  like  other  good  things,  may  be 
abuf.vl.  ]  do  not  mean  in  the  prover¬ 
bial  I'ciifc,  by  the  ingratitude  of  rliofe  to- 
vtji-ih  whom  it  is  exerted,  but  that  the 
fxcefs  or  iiiifapplicatioii  of  it,  may 
ri.<U'  it  degenerate  into  folly,  or  even 
\icc,  ill  iliofe  who  polTefs  and  exercife 
i;.  I'l.c  coufequences  of  this  puflibiltty 
ainorii^lt  individuals,  in  the  private  walks 
of  lift,  are  not  much  to  be  dreaded  ; 
but  if  we  look  up  to  cbofe  who  are  in- 
tnilV'J  either  uiih  the  admioiflratioa 
01  jnliice,  or  the  adminiftration  of  pub¬ 
lic  nr  national  concerns  of  any  kind,  it 
it  oihcrwifc  The  good*  nature  of  a 
]  uUc  who  Ibould  difiniis,  with  iinpuui- 
4  man  convicted  of  robbery  or  mur¬ 
der,  would  he  both  injuftice  and  cruel- 
tv  10  the  innocent  part  of  focicty,  whofe 
hirty  demands  his  pii-ninimcot;  and  the 
liar  ore  that  lliould  prompt  a  mini- 
ller  ol  date  to  forgive,  or  advife  his  fu- 
yerri^ii  to  forgive  nailonal  infults  or  in- 
I'lrics,  withonr  firft  having  obtained  full 
h'id  Htiuii,  would  be  a  national  curfe, 
and  imply  a  tieafonable  breach  of  trnlt 
the  execution  of  his  delegated  powers. 

1  was  led  into  tliefe  refletSlions,  by  a 
frinirk  in  one  of  our  periodical  publica- 
lioas,  relative  to  a  late  tranfacUon  at 
Surinam.  **  It  is  characteriRic  of  the 
Ihitch  (fays  the  author),  that  they  never 
[“ifer  a  national  iiijutiice  done  to  fub- 
jfcts  ot  theirs  to  pafs  unnot'tced  ;  it  is 
cbaraclerillic  of  the  Englillt,  that  they 
l‘*r^ivc  the  natimial 'injiu'ies  dooe  to 
iheir  people  from  »  principle  of  fsed 

1  hope  rational  and  heroic  good  na- 
Will  never  ccafe  to  be  a  charadte- 
tillic  of  the  Englilh  nation  at  large* 
‘‘^twithdandiiig  rhe  millions  of  lives 
ot  |>onnds  that  it  has  colt  os  v^lhin’ 
»lcw  .«ge»  palt.  I  will  not  belitate  to 
pfatiounce  that  mao  an ,  alien,  whofe 
^«rt  does  not  burn  within  him,  on'the' 
rccoUcvRiott  of  fame  ^oaiaacoaa 


bnrde  of  national  eompaflion  and  gene- 
rolity,  where  folicitation,  and  even liope 
was  anticipated:  'Witneft  the  noble  re¬ 
lief  fo  expeditiouily  beRowed  upon  the 
unhappy  Portuguese,  when  their  capita^ 
was  dcRroyed  by  an  earthquake  in  the 
year  1755  ;  and  on  the  French  prifonera 
here  during  the  late  war.  The  firR  of 
thefe  godlike  a(5ts  of  humanity  took  its 
rife  in  the  breaR  of  royalty  itfclf ;  but  ic 
was  fo  readily  adopted,  and  fogeneronf- 
ly  feennded  by  parltameiit,  and  fo  una* 
nimouily  approved  of  by  every  mao  in 
tiie  kingdom,  as  to  entitle  the  meanett 
fubje(5t  to  ihare  in  the  merit  of  it,  and 
to  con Ri tore  it  a  national  adf,  in  the  moR 
unlimKed  fenfe  of  the  term*  This  is 
good  nature  of  the  true  Rerllng  Rsinp;  ft 
chare(5ieriRic  thet,  as  1  have  faid,  I 
hope  we  fliall  never  forego:  But  if  there 
be  a  principle  of  good  nature  amongR  us, 
as  is  allcdgcd  in  the  paifage  above  quot* 
cd.  that  prevents  our  refenting  national 
infults  and  injuries,  thouglr  offered  by 
tbofe  very  people  whofe  hunger  we  have 
fed,  whofe  nakednefs  we  have  covered, 
and  whofe  weakneis  we  have  long  pQ>- 
tetRcd,  i^  is  not  national,  ic  is  of  the 
falfe  and  vicious  kind  ;  let  it  be  traced, 
let  it  beexpofed,  and  added*  to  tbe  I/iicor 
Expurgatoria  of  grievances  and  mintRe- 
rial  delinquencies.  * 

I  will  not  venture  to  eiErm,  that  the 
writer  of  the  palTage  in  qucRioii  bad  the 
demeanour  of  England  towards  Portu¬ 
gal  particularly  in  view  in  bU  remark; 
but  to  me,  who,  for  foioe  weeks 
have  fcarce  had  any  thing  elfe  in  view, 
it  appears  fu  applicable,  fo  appolite,  rbac 
I  can  refer  it  to  nothing  rife,  nor  (hall  I 
examine  it  by  any  other  Randard. 

Infults  offered  to  Btdtiih  fobjetfts  by 
any  of  the  great  powers,  fueb  as  Frsnee, 
Spsin,  or  Holland  are  feldoin  fuffered  to 
pafs  unnoticed ;  the  national  pride  *is 
roused,  and  the  national  cry  for  fatisfac- 
tion,  or  for  vengeance,  will  foon  oMigo 
the  very  heft  matured  miniRry  to  take 
cognizance  of  the  caufe,  or  to  quit  the 
helm.  But  the  general  contempt  enter¬ 
tained  in  this  country  for  the  power  of 
Portugal,  as  I  formerly  hinted,  gires, 
fail  fcopc  to  the  010R  baneful  effr&i  of 
felfilh  enmity  on  her  Rde,  and  of  foolifh 
goffd  nature  on  ours.  Ic  is  a  decetcfiii 
mode  of  calcnlation,  however,  to  eRi* 
mate  the  importance  of  an  injury  hy 
that  of  the  author  of  it.  A  moufe  In  the 
trunk  ol*  an  olepbant  is  more  formidable 
and  more  fatal  to  him  than  w'rhiaoce-. 
ros  in  open  field.  Copimerce  is  the 
trunk  of  England ;  iu  that  is  lodged  at 
once  her  Rrength  and  her  wcaknefs. 
Though  by  that  ihs  has  btaa  repeated^. 
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enabled  to  cope  with  the  overgrown 
rhinoceros  of  Rotirboni  ihe  it  liable  to 
he  injaied,  and  has  been  deeply  injnred 
in  it,  even  by  the  diminutive  meufc  of 
Portugal. 

In  order  to  ehtennate  the  charge  of 
ingratitude  againft  Portugal,  it  has  been 
advanced,  that  the  profits  arifing  to 
Crreat  Britain  front  her  trade  with  that 
kingdom,  as  well  as  the  privileges  of  Bri- 
tifh  fubje^ts  reliding  there,  were  fo  enor¬ 
mous  and  xinreafonable,  that  they  could 
well  bear  dediK^tinns  and  infringements, 
wit  hour  affording  our  merchants  much 
room  for  complaint ;  and  that,  as  it 
would  be  difhcult.  in  the  prefent  Bate 
of  things,  to  procure,  by  a  new  treaty, 
fo  many  advantages  as  Bill  remained  to 
us,  we  ought  to  be  fatisfied.—— Neither 
the  nature  of  thefe  haBy  addrelTes,  nor 
the  bounds  to  which  I  am  under  a  necef- 
iiiy  of  conBniug  them,  will  admit  of  my 
entering  into  long  and  formal  difeuf* 
(ions  ;  but  I  cannot  avoid  giving  here  a 
grofs  Jiate  of  that  account  (if  I  mayfufe  a 
mercantite  phrafe  upon  a  mercantile 
ftibjec^),  at  it  svill  ferve  to  Biow  to  what 
lengths  of  patience  and  forbearance  the 
fpurions  principle  of  good  nature,  of  which 
I  complain,  has  carried  ns. 

*  Portugal  took  from  England  confider- 
able  quantities  of  her  m.«nufa«5)nres,  in 
common  with  almoB  every  nation  in  En- 
rope ;  in  return  for  which,  England 
took  all  the  Baple  commodities  of  P»»ria- 
g*l  (I  fpeak  not  of  her  colonies),  for 
which  Ihe  had  pto  other  market.'-^ j4lt 
Vk'\uc,' all  her  fruit,  and  alnioB  alt  her 
fair.  A  finall  qu.\ntiiy  of  the  latter  ar¬ 
ticle  goes  to  Holland  and  the  Baltick  ; 
but  it  is  nothing  compared  to  svhat 

'England  lakes.  It  was  but  jiiB  that 
the  balance,  on  whatever  fide  it  might 
fall,  after  this  friendly  exchange  of  com¬ 
modities,  Binitld  he  paid  in  fomething 
rife.  It  happened  to  be  in  favour  of 
England,  and  Portugal  paid  her  in  the 
gold  of  Brazil.  Though  tlus,  in  the  eye 
of  commerce,  is  no  more  th.'in  the  fait 
of  Setnval,  or  the  wine  of  Carcavelles, 
it  was  always  yielded  with  a  bad  grace; 
and  as  often  as  the  harpy  underltrap- 
pers  of  the  revenue  could  muBer  up 
coorage  and  numbers  to  intercept  it  in 
its  way  to  the  packets,  an  old  ridiculoua 
law  agaloB  the  exportation  of  money 
was  produced,  and  even  wrcBrd,  to  gire 
a  fantflion  to  the  robbery.  As  to  the 
privileges  Bipulaied  for  our  merchants 
by  treaties,  they  were  j>o  more  than  the 
fafety  and  frcNriiy  of  their  perfous  and 
property  required,  agaioB  the  unmercan- 
Irle  fpirit  of  the  lawa  and  gofernment 
Chat  ceuDiry  i«->no  more  than  fb- 
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reigners  of  all  nations  enjoy  In  England, 
without  Bipniation  ;  and  no  more  thaii 
many  claffet  of  men,  and  feveral  trading 
companies,  and  bodies  corporate,  enjof 
even  in  Portugal.  Nay,  what  is  Bill  I 
more  remarkable,  the  original  charter 
of  privileges  granted  to  the  EngliOi  it 
that  country,  was  no  more  than  a  de¬ 
claration,  that  they  (Imnld  be  on  th« 
fame  footing  as  the  fuhjec^s  of  the  pet¬ 
ty  republic  of  Genoa  had  been  long  be¬ 
fore,  and  with  all  its  fnbf.'queiit  improve- 
rnents,  fome  trifling  articles  excepted, 
is  now  common  to  all  the  other  foreign 
fubjerts  redding  there,  not  excepting 
thofe  of  France  and  Spain. 

Such  “Was  the  Bate  of  the  trade  of 
England  with  Portugal,  in  its  flnoriftiing 
days;  to  counterpoife  the  enormotii  ad¬ 
vantages  of  which  we  were  Itshle  to  be 
called  upon,  nay,  a(5fually  have  been  re¬ 
peatedly  called  upon,  for  fleets  and  ar¬ 
mies  to  protect  her,  which  we  haveyes^t 
naturedh  ftiriiii'hed,  while  Holland,  whe 
enjoys  greater  advantages,  and  lay  un¬ 
der  equal  engagements  with  us,  refofed 
her  afliBance. 

I.,et  us  now  fee  what  is  the  Bate  of 
this  trade  for  which  xht  gnoi  nature  of 
England  continues  to  pay  the  fame  price, 
and  feems  to  own  the  fame  degree  of 
obligarion.  > 

England,  ever  faithful  and  Beady  In 
the  difeharge  both  of  her  natural  and 
conventional  duties  to  her  nrlghbonrs 
and  allies,  continues  to  perform  i^cr  part 
nf  the  political,  ns  well  as  commercial 
engagements  with  Portugal,  with  the 
molt  perfeclr'l  and  cordi.il  pundtoality. 
Excepting  a  fmall  increafe  of  the  duty 
on  wines,  no  alteration  has  Imcd  made; 
and  that  is  Brii^tly  agreeable  to  treaty, 
which  only  provides  that,  in  cafe  of  aoy 
fnch  future  increafe, the  win#  of  Fraac# 
Biall  always  be  charged  one  third  higher; 
a  condition  that  Has  been  as  faithfallf 
obferved,  as  it  was  fooliflily  ftipolatea* 
NotwithBanding  this  additional  duty, 
and  the  enhanced  price  of  the  wines  In 
Portugal,  we  Bill  continue  to  take  all 
that  they  can  fpare.  We  take  all  their 
fruit,  their  fait,  great  quantities  of  oil, 
their  (kins  in  imitation  of  thofe  of  Mo¬ 
rocco,  Brazil  wood,  dye-BuBs,  and  drvg1» 
the  produce  of  their  illands  andcoiooicii 
not  to  mention  Madeira  winca,  whkb 
form  a  molt  tremendons  article  agataB 
us- 

Portugal,  on  the  other  hand,  by  afta* 
blifliing  an  excloHve  wine  company  •* 
Oporto,  with  a  moft  oppreffiva  aw«n“ 
dancy  over  our  merchanta  there,  bo^ 
as  to  porchaling  and  exportation# 
by  rooting  «p  the  yinca  in  fomn  diltfl^ 
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-n.l  forbi(^ding  tbc  wines  of  others  be- 
brought  .o  Lifbon,  or.  of  coorfc,  ex- 
i,ortc(i,  hn  ciihsoccd  the  i>nces  of  the 
to  a  moft  exorbitant 
L‘rh.  Liaion  wine,  that  in  the  year 
i-j4  was  Ihipped  at  thirty-two  milrcts 
per  pipe#  ’*  now,  and  has  been  focne 
li.ne,  «i  filiv-rniir.— Port  wines  are  ftill 
his/her;  and  fait,  that  no  farther  back 
fan  the  pt-riod  1  have  mentioned,  was 
(hip|»ed  at  eleven  feftoont  per  moyo,  is 
now  at  twenty-fonr,  and  has  been  lately 
m  fhirtv-iwo  and  thirty-three!  But  this 
it  nothing— Portugal  has  prohibited  ^  a 
great  number  of  oar  mannfaC^nres,  raiC* 
fj  the  duties  upon  others,  from  twenty- 
ttirrc  to  twenty-feven  percent,  exprels- 
U  cintrary  to  treaty;  and  laid  fuch  re- 
rtriwti  >ns  on  the  falc  of  corn,  and  other 
provillons  that  piy  no  duties,  and  on 
that  (d  rice,  which  does,  as  makes  it 
impracticahle  for  our  merchants  to  deal 
in  them.  Leather,  all  forts  of  ftufFs  that 
luvt*  any  mixture  of  filk  or  cotton  in 
them,  cottons,  figured  (ilks,  the  moft 
ronrultT/iblc  articles  of  hard-ware,  111  ver- 
t'miihs’  and  ropperfiniths*  work,  &.C.  are 
loully  prtdiihited  ;  and  a  duty  avowedly 
intended  to  operate  as  a  prohibition,  is 
jolt  impaled  upon  glafs,  with  a  view  to 
ciuout>ige  a  gUfs  manufactory  at  St 
M  trtinliu,  conducted  by  a  perfon  in  whofe 
tavonr  the  Kritilh  parliament, a  few  years 
airo,  took  olf  the  duty  upon  culm. 

The  laws  that  throw  the  trade  to  the 
Poringnelc  colonies  into  the  hands  of 
privileged  and  excluiive  companies,  by 
which  our  merchants  are  at  omrecxclod- 
ed  tVom  thnfe  colonies,  and  obliged  to 
Icll  to,  and  buy  of  monopolifts.— The  in¬ 
novation  of  a  corn  market,  where  all 
doiniiiioo  over  their  property  is  taken 
Irmn  them,  and  where,  neverthelefs  if 
that  property  perilliet,  they  are  fined 
tor  expoling  damaged  corn  to  fale.  And 
lallly,  the  eftablilhnient  of  brokers  with 
dclpotic  powers  both  over  their  perfons 
and  tftVcts,  as  we  have  lately  feen,  are 
fuch  drctfive  proof*  that  the  ruin  both 
ol  our  trade,  and  the  condu<5lors  of  it, 
11  a  point  determined  upon,  and  indeed 
simotl  carried,  as  needs  no  illuftra'tion. 

‘Such,  in  grofs,  is  the  ftate  of  the  trade 
inqueilion,  fuch  tke  good  nature  of  Eng¬ 
land,  and  fuch  the ^ruthude  of  Portugal* 
How  much  farther  ibefe  two  charaCter- 
dtiial  (}iiaiitie«  are  t«  be  carried,  a  little 
time  Will  ihew.  On  our  fide,  former 
inimllers,  to  jufttfy  the  lengths  already 
Rnne,  have  been  led  icrd  tu  the  neceflity 
vt  belying  our  merchants  in  Poringal.  of 
^^preleniirtg  them  as  a  fet  of  tnrbulent 
*nd  unreafuiiable  peop^,  that  want  they 
Know  not  what;  and  Chat,  to  gtaiify 


their  little  refentments,  would  involve 
the  two  crowns  in  a  war ;  at  il^e  fama 
timitt  tliofe  very  minifters  (eldoin  failed, 
towards  the  meeting  of  parliament, 
while  they  had  the  fear  of  oppofition  be¬ 
fore  their  eyes,  to  give  hopes  of  redrefs, 
and  to  encourage  the  merchants  to  fend 
home  frefli  ftates  of  their  complaints. 

On  the  fide  of  Portugal,  from  the 
known  extent  of  human  power,  it  may 
be  pronounced,  that  ppprelBon  cannot 
be  carried  much  farther.  In  Conftanci- 
nople  and  Smyrna,  when  foreigners  be¬ 
come  the  objrCIs  of  difiike,  they  are 
dtfpatched  with  a  temp  de  fab  re  ;  but  in 
Portugal  they  make  them  difpatch  them- 
felves^  Two  cenfiderable  merchants,

Far  be  it  from  me  to  attempt  leiTcatng 
the  natural  repugnance  of  the  human 
mind  to  the  horrors  and  guilt  of  fuicide. 
Bttt  it  would  baffle  the  moft  animated 
powers  of  fancy  to  paint  a  lituatlon 
more  -.likely  to  fug^eft  this  defperate 
and  impious  mode  ot  relief,  than  that  of 
our  fellow-fubjedls  in  Portugal.  Mif- 
reprefented  to  their  fovereign  by  treach¬ 
erous  fervants,  to  juftify  their  own  in- 
atftivity;  rated,  abnfed,  and  belied  as 
they  have  been,  for  the  fame  esufe,  to 
the  great  council  of  the  nation,  the  only 
fourcet  from  which  the?  could  hope  for 
redrefs;  plundered,  infnlted,  and  impri- 
foned  in  the  country  where  they  re- 
fide,  and  which  country  they  cannot 
leave,  without  leaving  their  all ;  (iifTer- 
ing  in  their  credit;  and,  what  is  much 
dearer  to  men  of  honour,  their  charac- 
rerf,  from  the  inability  of  fnlfilling  their 
own  engagements,  or  tfnfweringthe  cx- 
pe<5^ations  of  thofe  who  intruft  their 
property  to  their  care  t  No  wonder  if 
the  enemy  of  mankind,  ih  fome  bitter 
hour,  beckoniihe  weary  and  diftrat^ed 
mind  to  the  only  door  that  feemt  open 
for  a  retreat. 

Bot,  CO  conclude,  the  people  who  were 
lately  imprifoned,  as  well  as  Mr  Connell, 
are  ftill  unreleafed.  And  the  prohibi¬ 
tion  of  Tales  which  commenced  the  7th 
of  September,  svas  not  removed  the  28tb, 
when  the  laft  packet  from  Liibon  fiiled. 
Some  people  had  propofed  a  lempitrary 
fobmiliion  to  the  demands  of  the  brokers, 
nnder  proicft.
